Do you want to know more 
about the new zoning laws con¬ 
tained in the first draft ordi¬ 
nance submitted recently to the 
City by Gordon Whitnall and 
Associates? 

Members of the City Plan¬ 
ning Commission and the City 
Council will hold a joint study 
session on Monday night, Dec| 
20 at 7:30 in City Hall to which 
the public is cordially invited. 

The Gordon Witnall com¬ 
pany, which was engaged by 
the City to overhaul the zon¬ 
ing law, has now crystalized 
its plans into a general face¬ 
lifting to give Sierra Madre ad¬ 
ded beauty and greater effici¬ 
ency. 

Many property owners will 
be affected by its provisions, 
either now or at some future 
time. For it is a long range 
plan, covering among its many 
details such items as parking 
requirements for all zones, 
both commercial and residen¬ 
tial, designing of subdivisions, 
re-designing of certain areas, 
gradual correction of non-con¬ 
forming structures, and future 
elimination of residence (ex¬ 
cept 2nd. floor apartments) in 
commercial zones or of com¬ 
mercial buildings in residen¬ 
tial zones. 

Definite action on the ordi¬ 
nance is not contemplated at 
this meeting. But the invita¬ 
tion to attend the study ses¬ 
sion is extended to the public 
largely as a result of the sug¬ 
gestion of Councilman Txirne 
B. Pratt, at the regular Coun¬ 
cil meeting of Nov. 23. 

Pratt stated that too many 
times in the past the public 
has not been fully aware of the 
proposed actions of the Council 
until an ordinance has been 
given its first official reading. 
He said that inasmuch as all 
Council sessions are held for 
the benefit of the people of 
Sierra Madre, they should be 
notified of all meetings which 
occur. 


Later Than You Think, 
Says P. O. Official 

“It’s later than you think,” 
says Assistant Postmaster 
Arthur Embree as he advises 
early mailing of cards and 
packages. 

Mr. Embree recommends first 
class mail, with return address, 
for Christmas cards. He says 
that Uncle Sam has made a 
new arrangement with commer¬ 
cial airlines, whereby first 
class letters will be dispatched 
by “air lift” whenever plane 
space is available. In our area, 
the “air lift” applies to mail 
addressed to points in Oregon, 
the state of Washington, and 
northern California. 

Another helpful suggestion 
given by Embree is to tie let¬ 
ters and Christmas cards in 
separate bundles for Sierra Ma¬ 
dre and out-of-town in order 
to expedite delivery.

Funeral Rites 
This Afternoon 
Marion Hayes

One of the most unique 
books in the United States was 
given its first Sierra Madre 
showing Friday night at the 
studio of Alfred James Dewey, 
28 Windsor Lane. Made by 
Marvin Weese, 358 Canon Dr., 
the book was viewed by forty 
people who gathered by special 
invitation for an intimate look 
at the work of art that took 
Weese, working in his spare 
time, 16 years to produce. 

Few books are described as 
“made” are "written” by them, 
usually are “written” by them, 
with the rest of the produc¬ 
tion left to the publishers, but 
in Weese’s work entitled 
“Early California,” everything 
about it except the actual sub¬ 
stance of the paper was made 
by Weese, a patient man whom 
Dewey has called "‘the greatest 
blockprint artist in the coun¬ 
try.” 

Weese, in other words, has 
been the author, printer, illus¬ 
trator, editor and bookbinder 
for a publication that is truly 
his own. 

Anyone examining his mo¬ 
tive might consider the possi¬ 
bility that it sprang from the 


frustration of a man who could 
find no one else to publish his 
writing, but this connot be true 
in Weese’s case considering 
that he has written and sold 
many magazine articles. 

The answer to why Weese 
would put such long effort into 
one publication is related to 
whatever answer one might 
find to the question: “Why the 
artist?” Provided, of course 
that there is such an answer. 

Each of the 38 pages of text 
is a condensed chapter from 
California’s early history, be¬ 
ginning with Hernando Cortez 
in 1535, and opposite each is 
a page of illustration. The il¬ 
lustrations themselves required 
160 hand-cut blocks and 200 
different colors. Before cutting 
the blocks, Weese first had to 
paint the pictures from which 
to make his prints, mixing his 
own colors and using as many 
as six to one illustration. 

The heading of the title page 
was made from block type cut 
by hand, with the remainder of 
the text printed by two differ¬ 
ent fonts of Goudy type on a 
hand press receiving one page 
at a time. 

The text, requiring almost 


endless hours of research by 
itself, is so carefully written 
that not one layout of type 
contains a broken word, such 
as “re-” ending one line and 
“search” beginning another. 

Within the information re¬ 
sulting from that research, the 
reader learns that the name of 
California itself has a romantic 
background stemming as far 
back as a 16th century Spanish 
writer named Montalvo who 
wrote about a fictitious island 
ruled by a queen, “Calfia.” 

The book, which ends with a 
chapter about the completion 
of the first transcontinental 
railroad in 1869, has not yet 
been priced for commercial 
sale, but Weese believes that a 
maximum of 50 copies even¬ 
tually will be produced by his 
own hand. 

To give the job the last de¬ 
tail in perfection, each volume 
is contained within a hand-fit¬ 
ted case of California redwood. 

Weese is married to the well- 
known oil-paint artist, Myrtle 
Weese, with whom he built 
their house here in 1931. Both 
are among the charter mem¬ 
bers of the Sierra Madre Arts 
Guild.

$46,000,000 Printed Daily By 
Uncle Sam’s Engraving Bureau 


Near the picturesque Tidal 
Basin in the nation’s capital 
is the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing where United States 
paper money is being produced 
every day. The approximate 
value of currency notes printed 
daily on the bureau’s 261 in¬ 
taglio plate printing presses, is 
$46,000,000. 

The existence of the Bureau 
dates back to August 29, 1862, 
when a force of two men and 
four women working in a sin¬ 
gle attic room of the main 
Treasury Building began to sep¬ 
arate, seal, and sign $1 and $2 
notes which had been printed 
by private bank note com¬ 
panies. 

The B u reau designs, en¬ 
graves and prints currency 
(silver certificates, Untied 
States notes, and Federal Re¬ 
serve notes), bonds, postage 
and revenue stamps, checks, 
and miscellaneous engraved 
work for the various govern¬ 
ment departments and inde¬ 
pendent establishments and the 
Ingjular Possessions. Printings 
cover a widfe range of items 
from the lowly 14c postage 
stamp to the lofty $1,000,000 
Certificate of Indebtedness, of¬ 
ficer’s commissions printed on 
artificial parchment, invita¬ 
tions and admission cards to 
the White House receptions, 
diplomas for the Coast Guard 
Academy, and certificates of 
meritorious awards made to 
service personnel by the Army 
and Navy. 

The principal product of the 
Bureau is paper currency. To 
insure against counterfeiting, 
the currency notes are printed 
by the engraved plate method 
on a distinctive paper with inks 
manufactured by the Bureau. 
The paper is 50% cotton and 
50% linen in which small red 
and blue fibers have been em¬ 
bedded and evenly distributed 
throughout the sheets of paper 
during the manufacturing pro¬ 
cess. Crane and Company, Inc., 


of Dalton, Massachusetts, is 
the present supplier of the dis¬ 
tinctive currency paper. The 
Crane’s mill is under strict gov-- 
ernmental supervision at all 
times. 

The cost of producing paper 
money is approximately lc per 
note. From July 1, 1953 through 
June 30, 1954, a total of 2,321,- 
520,000 notes of all classes and 
denominations of paper curren¬ 
cy were delived by the Bureau, 
and of this total 1,445,416,000 
notes were $1 silver certificates. 
The average life of the $1 bill 
is about ten months. 

Many people who visit the 
nation’s capital go to the Bu¬ 
reau to see the actual making 
of money. Since last July, 475,- 
470 visitors were escorted 
through this printing estab¬ 
lishment. Tours are made avail¬ 
able to the public Monday 
through Friday, except holi¬ 
days, from 8 to 11 a.m., and 
12:30 to 2 p.m. 

During the past four years, 
the Bureau has been conducting 
a continuing modernization 
program through technological 
improvements, such as the in¬ 
stallation of automatic feeders 
for placing sheets of currency 
paper on the printing plates 
and take-off and delivery de¬ 
vices for removing the printed 
sheets of currency from the 
presses. These operations were 
formerly performed by hand. 
This program has resulted in a 
reduction-in-force of approxi¬ 
mately 1,400 employees at re¬ 
curring savings of approxi¬ 
mately $5,000,000 per year to 
the taxpayer. 

AUTOMOBILES ENTERING 
CALIFORNIA 

A total of 292,843 automo¬ 
biles entered California during 
October, 1954, according to the 
National Automobile Club. This 
number was 10,280 greater than 
that for October 1953 when 
282,563 automobiles entered the 
state.

Grandparents and/other rela¬ 
tives who live in distant areas 
often forget how fast the chil¬ 
dren grow, and send toys that 
are too young. Sometimes par¬ 
ents over-estimate their chil¬ 
dren’s abilities and buy toys 
that are too advanced. Toys 
that are too young provide no 
challenge and will not hold the 
child's interest for long. Toys 
that are too old discourage and 
even frustrate a child. 

There is, of course, much in¬ 
dividual difference in children’s 
reaction to toys at any given 
age, and much overlapping of 
interests. In general, however, 
the interest ages as briefly de¬ 
scribed in the following para¬ 
graphs will hold true. 

There are many delightful 
toys in the stores for children 
under two. Plastic and rubber 
blocks, nested blocks, soft cud¬ 
dly dolls and animals made of 
soft fabrics and simple cloth 
books are just a few of the 
many items designed for this 
age interest. 

The two-year-old likes things 
that he can push and pull. He 
likes cars and boats and little 
interlocking trains. He likes 
larger blocks to pile up high, 
rocking horses, pounding 
boards, wheel barrows, wagons 
and tricycles. He also likes 
books. 

The three-year- old wants 
trains and trucks with wheels 
a wider variety of blocks and 
books, crayons, poster paints, 
modeling clay and puzzles. He 
also likes most of the things 
enjoyed at two. 

The four-year- old is leaving 
babyhood behind. Cloth ani¬ 
mals and peg boards will prob¬ 
ably bore him. He wants cow¬ 
boy and Indian suits, and plen¬ 
ty of things to ride and to 
climb. Boys are especially In¬ 
terested in road equipment — 
tractors, trucks, derricks and 
road graders. They have a high 
interest in airplanes. They are

Program In History Outlined

ities at the California Insti¬ 
tute of Technology. 

The fourth in a series of spe¬ 
cial art exhibits sponsored by 
the Caltech Humanities Divis¬ 
ion, the Christmas exhibit will 
be open to the public through 
Dec. 31, Mondays through Sat¬ 
urdays, 9 to 5.

Everyone who rides on the 
highways—from the family tak¬ 
ing a vacation trip to the truck 
driver piloting a load of mer¬ 
chandise from factory to mar¬ 
ket—has reason to be grateful 
to the past Congress Sinclair 
Weeks, Secretary of Commerce 
said recently. For it has auth¬ 
orized the biggest Federal-aid 
road-building program in all 
History—a development which 
is part of the President’s over¬ 
all program for a stronger, bet¬ 
ter, happier America. 

The $1.9 billion two-year au¬ 
thorization will, with state 


matching money, bring a great 
surge of highway construction 
all across the country. That 
means wider and better roads, 
safer driving, fewer traffic 
jams, and stronger civil de¬ 
fense preparedness. 

The states will receive, for 
each of the fiscal years begin¬ 
ning in 1955 and 1956, $875 
million—52 per cent more Fed¬ 
eral highway aid than before. 
An additonal $81 million a year 
is authorized for improvement 
of roads through National for¬ 
ests and other Federal lands. 

This stepped-up program, di¬ 


rected by the Bureau of Public 
Roads in the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment, will have another dra¬ 
matic impact. It will stimulate 
business and make jobs—not 
just for highway workers but 
also in the steel and paving 
materials industries and among 
manufacturers of road-building 
equipment. 

To hasten these beneficial 
effects, I. as Secretary of Com¬ 
merce, made the first annual 
apportionment of $875 million 
among the states on July 1, six 
months ahead of the time limit 
set by Congress and several 
months earleir than the alloca¬ 
tions of recent years. 

The work getting started right 
away will rise to a crescendo of 
building activity all across the 


country in the next two years. 

I am sure every motorist ap¬ 
preciates Congressman Edgar 
W. Hiestand's efforts in sup¬ 
port of the Federal-Aid High¬ 
way Act of 1954, which makes 
possible this record-breaking 
highway program. For the first 
year of the expanded program 
California has been apportioned 
a total "f $47.1 million, compar¬ 
ed with $30.2 million last year, 
an increase of 55.6 per cent. 
California will supplement this 
boosted apportionment authori¬ 
zation with its own funds to fi¬ 
nance an enlarged state-wide 
program of highway projects. 

This program of service only 
is possible because the Con¬ 
gress gave us the money and 
the tools to do the job.

packed. Hot soups, especially 
those containing milk, are of 
particular value during the 
cooler seasons of the year. 

Raw vegetables and fruits 
are necessary in a well balanc¬ 
ed diet, and the packed lunch 
offers an excellent opportunity 
to use these foods. At the pres¬ 
ent season fruits such as 
grapes, apples, peaches, pears 
and plums offer a good variety 
of flavor and color. 

Sandwiches, of course, are 
usually the foundation of the 
packed lunch.

The protein requirements 
of the body are most easily 
taken care of in sandwich fill¬ 
ings. Meat ,eggs, cheese, fish, 
and peanut butter can be used 
separately or they can be com¬ 
bined with pickles, celery, cat¬ 
sup, chopped vegetables, spices, 
fruits, and various other foods 
to provide variety.

Nourishing liquid foods such 
as milk, fruit juices, and hot 
soupts are too often overlooked 
in the packed lunch, despite 
the fact that they can be easly 
carried in jars or thermos bot¬ 
tles. Custards and other milk 
dishes as well as fruit prepa¬ 
rations can also be securely 


The Department of Motor 
Vehicles will renew registra¬ 
tions of commercial trucks and 
trailers, buses and taxis, and 
all house trailers for the 1955 
vehicle registration year be¬ 
tween Dec. 1 and Feb. 4. 

Paul Mason, Director of Mo¬ 
tor Vehicles, announced in Sac¬ 
ramento today that 1,062,000 
potential registration cards for 
1955 have been released in the 
mail to owners of such vehicles. 

“The potentials are pre¬ 
punched cards containing a de¬ 
scription of the vehicle, the 
owners name and address, and 
a statement of the fees clue for 
1955 registration,” Mason said. 
“Every owner is instructed to 
print or type his name and ad¬ 
dress on the stub, in accord 
with the form in which it is 


'T'HE November election, except 

*■ in some dairy regions, failed 
1 to settle in any decisive manner 
the battle between the rigid and 
flexible parity .adherents in either 
the Democrat or Republican 
parties. 

Some authorities believe that as 
a result of the elections the rigid 
parity advocates probably made 
a net gain of some 19 seats in 
the House of Representatives. How¬ 
ever this is not nearly enough to 
reverse the tote of 170 to 229 by 
which the house adopted the flexi¬ 
ble 75 to 90 per cent parity for 
farm price supports in the last 
congress. 

That this question is still highly 
controversial and that farmers in 
large measure are not yet satis¬ 
fied with the Eisenhower flexible 
parity program, was particularly 
pin-pointed at the 88th annual ses¬ 
sion of the National Grange. 

Apparently not satisfied with the 
present Eisenhower flexible pro¬ 
gram, Herschel D. Newsom, of 
Indiana, Master of the National 
Grange, called for this next Con¬ 
gress to give approval to a domes¬ 
tic parity containing a “two-price 
plan” for wheat, and possibly one 
or two other export crops, as a 
means of enabling farmers to pro¬ 
duce for world markets at com¬ 
petitive prices. He also urged en¬ 
actment of other trade expansion 
devices. 

Referring to Secretary Benson’s 
plan to sell surplus on the world 
market, in an effort to solve the 
parity system on domestic crops, 
Mr. Newsom said: "It will serve 
no useful purpose to assume that 
foreign markets will entirely solve 
our so-called surplus farm prob¬ 
lem. It is however, even more in¬ 


defensible to resign ourselves to 
the isolationist philosophy of being 
totally blind to the effects arising 
out of our inability or an unwill¬ 
ingness to recognize the political 
and economic compulsion of seek¬ 
ing progressively and persistently 
to expand the opportunities of in¬ 
dividuals everywhere. Only by ex¬ 
changing the products of our skills, 
energy and efficiency will be able 
over a period of time to profit to 
the fullest possible extent . . . 

“The opposition to the measure 
(the two price system) comes 
from those who advocate and put 
blind faith in flexible price sup¬ 
ports as the sole solution to the 
problem of all commodities. To 
‘flex’ the price on our total pro¬ 
duction downward to world prices 
is unacceptable to us.” 

Newsom listed advantages of the 
two-price system as: (1) returns 
to farmers would be as large or 
larger than under either of the 
other programs under considera¬ 
tion; (2) Production controls would 
be greatly minimized and eventual¬ 
ly eliminated; (3) Farmers would 
be free to produce and compete 
for world markets without govern¬ 
mental subsidy; (4) cost of the 
current program to the taxpayer 
would be greatly reduced and 
finally eliminated; (5) government 
buying, warehousing and selling 
wheat in competition with private 
enterprise would be reduced; (6) 
greater efficiency in farming 
would be obtained and better prac¬ 
tices developed; (7) Consumption 
of wheat could be expanded 
through greater exports; (8) Evil 
effect of abnormal shifts in acre¬ 
age would be offset out of efficient 
wheat producing areas into less 
efficient areas.

Many an automobile gets a 
reputation with its owner as 
being an oil burner when such 
a reputation is fully unjusti¬ 
fied, according to the aNtional 
Automobile Club. Much of the 
oil that some motorists assume 
to be burned is lost through 
leakage due to looseness 


around crankcase, gasket 
breaks, and the like. 

When oil performance is bad. 
this should be considered as a 
possible cause. There are sev¬ 
eral gears, bushings, gaskets, 
and other units that permit the 
escape of oil unless they are 
tightened periodically. 

If oil drips from the engine, 
when it i^ warm, just after be¬ 
ing parked after a long drive, 
look for a leak.

But¬ 
ter should be creamed well be¬ 
fore spreading and should be 
applied to both slices of bread 
in order to prevent soaking 
from the filling. Remember, 
foods with variety in flavor and 
color add more interest to the 
lunch and do much to prevent 
the monotony of preparing or 
eating the “same old lunch” 
every day.

Reports that certain pet 
shops in Los Angeies County 
are offering chipmunks for sale 
brought a quick warning this 
week from Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, 
County Health Officer. 

California is one of the West¬ 
ern states, he said, in which 
rodent plague is widespread. 
There is laboratory proof that 
infection exists in the rodents 
of at least 35 of the Counties 
in the state. The disease is 
spread to humans by fleas 
which infest rodents such as 
ground squirrels, pack rats, 
harvest mice and chipmunks, 
he warned. 

Dr. Gilbert reminded all citi¬ 
zens that State and County 
Health Codes prohibit the sale 
of wild rodents. County Ordi¬ 
nance 3353 specifically prohib¬ 
its the offering for sale of chip¬ 
munks, golden squirrels and 
other wild rodents, or their im¬ 
port, export or transportation 
into or out of County territory. 
Violation of the ordinance is a 
misdemeanor punishable by 
imprisonment in the county jail 
for not less than six months or 
by a fine not exceeding $500, 
or both. 

Another disease, tularemia, is 
also spread by rodents such as 
woodchucks, muskrats, opos¬ 
sums and skunks, although it 
stems mainly from rabbits. Dr. 
Gilbert said. There have been 
four human cases of this dis¬ 
ease in Los Angeles County 
since 1953.

PEOPLE OF THE BLUE WA¬ 
TER by Mrs. Flora Iliff. Mrs. 
Iliff has taught American In¬ 
dians in Arizona , Oklahoma 
and Oregon. This book is an 
account of her experiences 
among the Walapai and Hava- 
supai tribes in the Colorado 
River canyons at the turn of 
the century.

MUTUAL SECURITY PRO¬ 
GRAM. At the very outset, I 
want to thank your Congress¬ 
man. Edgar W. Hiestand, for 
this opportunity to discuss 
through the intimate columns 
of your home town newspaper 
the U. S. part of the Mutual 
Security Program. As Director 
of the Foreign Operations Ad¬ 
ministration, I am always anx¬ 
ious to talk with as many 
Americans as possible about 
our program—and I use “our” 
in the all-inclusive sense. 

Every so often, we hear this 
important arm of U. S. foreign 
policy criticized as a “give¬ 
away”. The Mutual Security 
Program is quite the opposite. 
This historic, bi-partisan pro¬ 
gram of the American people is 
a take-home program for peace 
and prosperity for the people 
of America and their friends in 
the free world. These programs 
of mutual security bring us 
back more than 100 cents’ val¬ 
ue for each dollar we spend. 
Too few people realize that 
these are shared programs for 
mutual benefit. The other 
friendly countries with which 
we work contribute together far 
more to the combined defense 
and development programs 
than the U. S. does—and right¬ 
ly so, of course. 

Last year we spent $50 bil¬ 
lion on our own U. S. defense 
forces. We now have about 22 
divisions, Army and Marines.

I he expense Ut bark 

A troublesome problem in 
lumbering is getting rid of 
bark. 

It’s probably worst in Red¬ 
wood. The bark simply must 
be removed from the log or it 
will cause the mill bandsaw 
to weave in and out, instead 
of sawing in a straight line. 

It’s very expensive to “peel” 
the bark by hand in the 
woods, and it increases the 
forest fire hazard. 

The producers are now de¬ 
barking logs at their mills 
with giant machines, one 
which cost $600,000. This wet 
bark must then be burned—a 
very difficult and expensive 
job. 

So there’s a great deal of 
research money being spent 
to find some commercial use 
to which the bark can be put. 
It will take big money and 
a lot of time to find the 
answer, but the stakes are 
big, too.

GARDEN Notes 

TIME TO PLANT BULBS 
FOR SPRING COLOR 

The wondrous thing about 
planting bulbs now is that 
within every bulb you set into 
the warm, moist earth, there 
are ingredients that will—with 
a minimum of encouragement— 
bring forth one or more per¬ 
fect flowers next spring. For 
bulbs, say the California Asso¬ 
ciation of Nurserymen, afford 
you more certainty of beautiful, 
healthy flowers than any other 
type of plants. 

Because of the reliability of 
bulbs you can plant them to a 
pattern during these fall days 
and be pretty certain that you 


will have flowers according to 
that pattern come spring. 

In any discussion of bulb 
flowers, Tulips, Daffodils and 
Iris immediately come to mind. 
Tulips, with their multiplicity 
of petal structure and colors, 
do things for a garden that few 
flowers can. They can be em¬ 
ployed in large groups for for¬ 
mal effects. Planted in unusual 
corners of your garden in 
groups of four or five, they 
will give a surprise effect- 
helping to tie the overall gar¬ 
den color scheme together with 
eye-catching results. 

Daffodils are outstanding 
planted in large groups along 
a garden walk or in the filter¬ 
ed shade provided by a tree. 
They are a sound bulb invest¬ 
ment, sure to bloom and in¬ 


crease year after year. 

Among the bulbous type of 
Iris, the Dutch Iris are highly 
valued as cut flowers. They 
bloom in blues, yellow and 
white and flower from March 
through June, depending on cli¬ 
mate. A misnomer in Iris is 
the English Iris—which is ac- 
tuaiy a native of the Pyrenees. 
Blue, lavender, purple and 
white, English Iris bloom in 
May. Rather soil tolerant are 
the Junos—white, yellow, blue 
and yellow with brown, yellow 
with green touches. ‘‘Dainty 
and fragrant” is a definition 
suitable for the Reticulatas. 

Some of the loveliest of 
spring-flowering bulbs are to 
be found in the Lily varieties. 
In June-blooming lilies there 
are the Rainbow Hybrids, Lil-
